Instead of shutting themselves 


off from the world as their hus- 
bands faced unprecedented dan- 
gers, 
they shopped, went to 


church and got together with 
friends. 


The strain showed in their 


faces on the morning of the 
launch, when there were two 
fingernail-biting t i m e t> — t h e 
'launch itself on the world's big- 
gest rocket and the maneuver 
that put the spacecraft on a 
path to the moon. 


But Thursday night all that 


was gone. Their smiles, as they 
posed for photographs, were 
wide and genuine. 


Christmas Eve, while her hus- 


band was on his last orbit 
around the moon, Marilyn Lov- 
ell took out eggnogg and cookies 
to newsmen wanting to record 
her Christmas. 


Later she walked around her 


neighborhood where the lights 
of Christmas cast a soft glow 
over the streets. This was only 
minutes before the space crew 
—behind the moon and out of 
communication--fired 
the big 


engine to get out of moon orbit. 
It was the worst time of all, be- 
cause without that engine firing 
the astronauts would have been 
doomed to circle the moon. 


All three wives said that en- 


gine firing was their best Christ- 
mas present.

— Heading home from 


their fantastic moon voyage, the 
Apollo 8 astronauts dashed to- 
day toward man's hottest and 
fastest dive through the earth's 
atmosphere and a pre-dawn 
landing in the Pacific Ocean. 


Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 


Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj, William A. 
Anders reach the blazing climax 
to their ring-around-the-moon 
mission at 10:37 a. m. EST 
when Apollo 8 slams into the 
earth's thickening atmosphere 
400,000 feet above the Pacific 
Ocean. 


The spaceship hits this bar- 


rier at 24,700 miles per hour, 
7,000 miles faster than any pre- 
vious 
man-in-space 
re-entry. 


Just nine minutes later the craft 
dangles under three huge para- 
chutes, dropping down at a 
snail's pace of 22 m. p. h. 


Splashdown is scheduled for 


10:51 a. m. about 1,450 miles 
southwest of Hawaii. A recovery 
force of ships, planes and heli- 
copters, headed by the carrier 
Yorktown, waits to retrieve the 
space heroes. 


Borman, Lovell and Anders 


are to make the first darkness 
landing for a U. S. spacecraft. It 
will be 4:51 a. m., 45 minutes 
before first light in the recovery 
zone. 


Helicopters will fly immedi- 


ately to the floating craft. Un- 
less there is an emergency, 
frogmen will not drop into the 
water until first light. Navy offi- 
cials said the swimmers operate 
much more efficiently in day- 
light and the shark 
danger 


would be less. 


As they neared their trium- 


phant homecoming, the astro- 
nauts were on a perfect course, 
aiming for a narrow corridor in 
which Apollo 8 would be blis- 
tered by re-entry temperatures 
up to 5,000 degrees; 


They've been on target since 


they fired themselves out of 
moon orbit early Wednesday 
and started the 33,000-mile re- 
turn trip in which their speed 
gradually increased from 3,600 
m. p. h. as earth's gravity ex- 
erted a greater and greater in- 
fluence. 


With their early in-flight ill- 


nesses gone and the 20-hour 
moon 
orbit 
segment 
behind 


them, Borman, Lovell and An- 
ders were noticeably more re- 
laxed as they shot into the final 
24 hours of the mission. 


They talked of coming home, 


joked with ground controllers 
and even waxed a little poetic. 


"It has been a fantastic voy- 


age," Anders reported. 


Televising a picture cof his 


home planet, the shimmering 
half-disc he left six days before, 
Anders commented: 


"1 must have the feeling that 


the travelers in the old sailing 
days used to have. I have that 
feeling of being proud of the trip 
and still happy to be going back 
home and back to our home 
port." 


"We're sure looking forward 


to home," Lovell said. 


"We're looking forward to 


having you back," replied the 
Mission Control communicator. 


As Apollo 8 telecast its sixth 


and final show, Borman prom- 
ised that future Apollo astro- 
nauts would beam TV from the 
desolate surface itself. 


"This is Apollo Ssigningoff," 


he said, "We'll see you back on 
the good earth very soon." 


The astronauts planned to re- 


main on the Yorktown for a 
day, 
primarily 
for 
medical 


checks, Saturday they are to fly 
off the carrier to Hawaii and 
transfer to a larger plane for a 
flight to Ellington Air Force 
Base, only a halt-hour drive 
from 
their homes near 
the 


Space Center. 
Their families plan to greet 
them when they land at Elllng* 
ton at 5 a, m. Sunday— and for & 
day at least they'U have tirae 
for a belated Christmas celebra* 
tion.

Morris K. Udall's startling chal- 
lenge to the House Democratic 
leadership was welcomed by lib* 
eraMnoderates today, but 
he 


faces a stiff battle to unseat 
Speaker John W. McCormack. 


Udall, in announcing Thurs- 


day che was after 77-year-old 
McCormack's job, said he had 
reached the decision without lin- 
ing up any prior backing or 
con- 


sulting with the liberal-moder- 
ate leadership. 
Several members of the liber- 


al*moderate Democratic Study 
Group, a largely informal allid 
ance of some 140 members, in- 
cluding Udall, said they . were 
surprised by the four-term 
Ari- 


zona congressman's announce- 
ment. 


"His chances are very good. 


He's very popular personally 
and he's very articulate. But it 
depends entirely on what 
the 


one's in the middle do," said a 
source aligned with the DSG. 


There was a feeling among 


others, however, that Udall's 
pledge to call for other nomina- 
tions if he unseats McCormack 
on the first ballot was 
the 


strongest factor going for 
him. 


The belief is that a Northern 


or 
Western liberal wouldn't 


stand a chance against 
the 


speaker from Massachusetts, 
but that many members dissat- 
isfied with McCormack would 
go for such a candidate if they 
thought it was a gimmick that 
could lead eventually to election 
of their own man. 


First test of Udall's strength 


will come by secret ballot at the 
Democratic caucus Jan. 2. The 
nominee of the caucus will be 
presented to the full House 
when it convenes Jan. 3. Since 
the Democrats hold the majori- 
ty 243 to 192 their choice is a 
sure thing. 


Although there has been talk 


of trying to unseat McCormack, 
speaker since 1961, some liber- 
al-moderates have said that at- 
tempts to alter the rigid seniori- 
ty system and seize some 
com- 


mittee chairmanships from 
con- 


servatives would take prece- 
dence in the new Congress. 


In announcing his decision to v 
make the rate, the 46-y'eaf-old 
Udall, brother of Interior Secre- 
tary 
Stewart udall, said 
he 


would construe a first-ballot de- 
feat for the McCormack "not 
as 
• 


a decision 
that I should 
be 


Speaker" but only "a vote that 
a change is desired." 


A caucus contest, he said in 


letters to colleagues, need not 
split the party but "should 
strengthen us in the House and 
in the country at large." 


McCormack's backers, 
who 


include 
powerful committee 


members and deans of some of 
the larger state delegations, are 
not "running scared." They put 
Udall's top strength at 50 votes. 


Udall said his decision to op- 


pose McCormack, "is mine and 
mine alone. I am the candidate 
of no individual member 
or 


group of members." 


The challenge to McCormack, 


veteran of 40 years in 
the 


House, is unprecedented in 
mod- 


ern history. Never before has an 
incumbent Speaker of either 
party faced a contest for 
re- 


election to that powerful posi- 
tion. There have been several oc- 
casions when a party leader was 
ousted, but not when his party 
was in control of the House. 


One incumbent Speaker, 
Joe 


Cannon of Illinois, was stripped 
of much of his power by col- 
leagues dissatisfied with his 
dic- 


tatorial tactics. But he didn't 
lose his job or his gavel.

Vance might be returning with 
new proposals, some diplomats 
are saying privately they expect 
no substantial progress of any 
sort until after Nixon is inaugu- 
rated, Us administration makes 
its ideas known in Paris, and 
the various Vietnamese delega.

Vance, a Johnson appointee, 


has agreed to stay on about a 
month after the Jan. 20 inaugu- 
ration to ease the transition. 
Nixon has yet to name a succes- 
sor to the present U.S. delega- 
tion head, W. Averell Harriman, 
who is quitting the negotiations 
next month. 


The North Vietnamese and 


Viet Cong delegations emerged 
Thursday from the Christmas 
intermission with new moves in 
their campaign for recognition 
of the Viet Cong's National lib- 
eration Front. 


A joint communique said the 


start of the peace talks was 
being blocked by the refusal of 
the 
U.S. and Saigon govern- 


ments "to recognize the Front 
as an independent and equal 
party to the conference." The 
communique said to get the par- 
ley going, the U.S. and Saigon 
delegations "must Immediately 
sit" at the round table demand- 
ed by North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong.

ease occurs more frequently 
in women than in men. The 
onset may occur at any age 
but is usually in the 20s or 
30s. The disease is caused by 
spasms in the smaller ar- 
teries of the fingers, followed 
by dilation. The underlying 
cause is not known but nerv- 
ous tension may be a con- 
tributing factor. There is no 
direct evidence' that smoking 
is a cause but excessive 
smoking is often a sign of 
extreme tension and, since 
nicotine does cause constric- 
tion of the arteries, the vic- 
tim should give up smoking. 


Exposure of the hands or 


the whole body to cold will 
usually precipitate an attack. 
The primary type usually re- 
sponds well to treatment and 
the victim may outgrow the 
disease in her late 30s or 
early 40s. 


Several new drugs that di- 


late the arteries have been 
used but a nitroglycerin tab- 
let 11/200 grain or 0.3 milli- 
gram) placed u n d e r the 
tongue is still the best. It is 
advisable to use one of these 
tablets 10 minutes before go- 
ing outside in cold weather. 


The most important part of 


the treatment, however, is 
avoidance of undue tension 
and protection of the hands. 
Before going outside in win- 
ter, put on an overcoat, 
scarf, hat, ear muffs and 
gloves. If you must use your 
car, start the motor, turn on 
the heater, open the garage 
door, than go indoors until 
the engine is warm before 
driving off. Always wear 
gloves to remove anything 
from the refrigerator. Mas- 
sage your hands three or 
four times a day with Poly- 
sorb Hydrate Lotion, espe- 
cially just before retiring at 
night. 


Haynaud's disease that is 


secondary to seleroderma, 
multiple myeloma or lupus 
erythematosus is more seri- 
ous and may lead to gan- 
grene.

While resumption of 
minting silver dollars is not 
practical, a nonsilver dollar 
coin would be considered as 
a part of the nation's reg- 
ular issue. Miss Eva Adams, 
director of the Bureau of the 
Mint and a member of the 
commission, was asked to 
submit h e r recommenda- 
tions. 


Other subjects of primary 


importance included the dis- 
position of nearly 3 million 
silver d o l l a r s considered 
rare items with a collector's 
value; the possible discon- 
tinuation of half-dollars with 
a silver content, and continu- 
ance of the ban on melting 
and exporting of silver coin- 
age. 


The following are brief 


conclusions on each of the 
subjects as released by the 
Treasury Department. 


RARE SILVER DOLLARS 


The commission 
recom- 


mended that the 2.9 million 
rare silver dollars being held 
by the Treasury be sold on 
a bid-sale basis. They would 
be sold at minimum fixed 
prices, with an option to the 
buyer to include an alternate 
bid price to be considered 
in the event the number of 
coins ordered exceeded the 
number of coins available in 
a particular category. 


This method is similar to 


that recommended by an in- 
teragency 
committee des- 


ignated by the commission 
to develop a plan for dis- 
posal, e x c e p t that the 
c o m m i s s i o n ' s 
amend- 


ment offered by Rep, Wright 
Patman, 0-Tex., makes pos- 
sible a fair and equitable

of distribution of 


coins if more orders are re- 
ceived for a particular cat- 
egory of coins than the avail- 
able supply. In that case, 
those b 1 <i U i n g the highest 
alternative price would be 
awarded the coins.

ban entirely.

coins in your pocket change, 
it is because an added de- 
mand for c o i n s this fall 
n e c e s s i t a t e d recirculat- 
ing silver coins mixed in 
bags of clad coins, Accord- 
ing to the Treasury this re- 
sulted in a net loss of an 
estimated 28 million ounces 
of silver, primarily in the 
form of silver dimes.
